When  classes  resume  in  September, 
our  new  facilities  will  be  fully  opera- 
tional. We  are  very  excited  about  this, 
as  it  will  enhance  the  B.H.  experience 
for  both  students  and  staff.  There  will 
be  a  Grand  Opening  on  Wednesday, 
September  1 6th  to  give  everyone  an 
opporttmity  to  see  the  fruition  of  the 
"Enriching  Her  Tomorrows"  Capital 
Campaign.  We  hope  to  see  you  there. 

The  expansion  will  put  an  end  to  the 
era  of  ferrying  teams  to  various  facilities 
to  practice  and  searching  for  suitable 
venues  for  our  productions  and  events. 
Our  new  Athletic  Centre  will  house 
a  competition-size  gymnasium  com- 
plete wixh  bleachers,  changing  rooms 
and  showers.  Our  professional 
Theatre  will  feature  backstage  dressing 
rooms  and  a  control  booth  for  lighting 
and  sound,  as  well  as  comfortable 
seating  for  an  audience  of  200.  We 
expect  these  facilities  to  be  revenue- 
generators,  as  they  will  be  available  for 
rental  by  commimity  groups  when 
they  are  not  in  use  by  the  school. 

The  Theatre  and  its  lobby  are  located 
on  "Main  Street",  an  attractive  new 
meeting  area  for  students  which 
conneas  onto  the  Atrium.  Also 
opening  onto  Main  Street  are  the 
Technology  Resource  Centre,  Student 
Store  and  Canteen.  Other  new 
additions  include  a  locker  room. 


a  new  classroom  and  meeting  rooms. 
This  expansion  indicates  a  strong 
commitment  to  the  student  body, 
as  well  as  an  investment  in  the 
Winnipeg  community.  Students 
at  all  levels  will  be  enjoying  the 
benefits  of  the  new  facilities. 

We  are  justifiably  proud  of  these 
physical  enhancements  to  our  school. 
But  rest  assured  that  we  haven't 
become  so  enamoured  of  brick 
and  mortar  that  we'll  waver  in  our 
commitment  to  the  other  crucial 
components  of  the  B.H.  education. 

The  B.H.  approach  is  multi-faceted, 
and  it  is  structured  to  support  the 
way  girls  learn.

Science  Ormpics

Science  Olympics  is  a  fun,  interactive, 
hands-on,  cooperative,  team  competi- 
tion that  is  aimed  at  fostering  and 
perpetuating  students'  interest  in 
Science.  Science  Olympic  events  allow 
students  to  apply  scientific  knowledge 
and  the  events  involve  several  areas  of 
Science;  including  Biology,  Chemistry, 
Physics,  General  Science,  Mathematics, 
computers,  and  technology.  The  events 
are  balanced  between  those  requiring 
knowledge  of  Science  facts,  concepts, 
processes,  skills  and  applications. 

For  several  years,  the  Science 
Department  at  Balmoral  Hall  has 
been  exposing  Middle  School  students 
to  and  involving  them  in  this  excidng 
and  interesting  academic  event.  This 
year's  Science  Olympics  competition 
was  held  on  Friday,  February  1 3th. 
Students  worked  in  groups  of  three 
to  solve  four  very  different  science 
problems.  Student  teams  attempted 
to  design  and  buUd,  within  a  specified 
time  limit; 

1)  A  straw  tower  that  can  support 
a  specific  mass  for  a  certain 
length  of  time. 

2)  A  boat  that  can  remain  afloat 
for  a  specific  length  of  time 
while  containing  an  ever- 
increasing  cargo. 

3)  A  can  car  that  can  travel  a 
measured  distance. 

4)  A  variety  of  selected  shapes  con- 
structed firom  a  general  pattern. 

Student  groups  received  points  based 
on  their  success  at  completing  the 
four  events,  calculated  objectively 
using  the  rubrics  outlined  in  the  four 
student  procedures. 

Science  Olympics  benefits  all  who 
participate,  but  the  biggest  winners 
are  the  students!  They  learn  to 
work  together  on  tough  scientific 
problems  and  see  that  science  is 
fiin  and  challenging!

Ashley  Zajac.  On  Friday,  April  24th 
at  9:00  am,  our  experience  began. 
After  setting  up  our  projects  we 
found  a  place  in  the  bleachers  to 
view  opening  ceremonies.  After  the 
ceremony,  there  was  a  science  show 
which  was  interesting,  but  not  quite 
compelling.  There  were  also  many 
activities  set  up  throi^hout  the 
Duckworth  Centre  such  as  glass 
blowing,  coloring  contests,  making 
an  airplane  fly  the  farthest,  a  fireball 
show  and  much,  much  more.

In  March,  35  Balmoral  Hall  students, 
5  staff  and  2  parents  left  for  Japan! 
This  trip  had  been  planned  for  more 
than  a  year.  We  were  welcomed  warmly 
and  personally  by  Shizuoka  Eiwa 
school  staff  and  homestay  families. 
For  3  days  the  students  lived  in 
Japanese  homes  and  attended  classes 
at  Shizuoka  Eiwa  School.  The  smdents 
enjoyed  the  Japanese  language,  food, 
customs,  bus  and  train  transportation 
and  much  more.  The  students  experi- 
enced firsthand  the  wearing  of 'slippers', 
eating  with  chopsticks  and  of  course 
the  bath  ritual.  The  friendship 
between  the  schools  was  fiirther 
deepened  by  this  exchange  visit. 
When  we  had  to  say  goodbye  to 
our  new  friends,  many  eyes  were 
filled  with  tears. 


After  seeing  Mount  Fiji  and  some 
interesting  sights  in  Shizuoka,  we 
travelled  to  Kyoto,  the  former 
capital  of  Japan.  We  saw  the  Golden 
Pavilion,  Nijo  Castle,  Heian  Shrine 
and  a  kimono  show.  We  took  a  side 
trip  to  Nara,  an  ancient  capital  of 
Japan  where  we  played  with  sacred 
deer  in  Nara  Park  and  saw  the  giant 
Buddha.  Then  our  bullet  train  took 
us  to  Hiroshima,  the  City  of  Peace. 
We  saw  the  monument  in  memory 
of  Sadako  and  we  dedicated  the 
thousand  cranes  made  by  BH 
students.  We  travelled  by  boat  to 
Miyajima  Island  where  we  saw  the 
Floating  Shrine.  Our  last  stop  was  in 
Tokyo.  There,  we  visited  the  NHK 
studio,  Sony  Place,  Shibuya  Fashion 
Area,  the  famous  Ginza  and  Tokyo 
Tower. This  truly  was  a  trip  of  a 
lifetime,  an  experience  never  to 
be  forgotten.

&  Culture  Festival 

Japanese  Language  students  had  a 
very  busy  spring.  Following  their 
big  trip  to  Japan  in  March,  23 
students  from  Sr.  1  -  3  attended 
the  first  Japanese  Language  and 
Culture  Festival  for  High  School 
students  at  Miles  Macdonnell 
Collegiate  on  April  22nd.

Our  BH 
students  talked  about  their  unique 
experience  of  a  Japan  trip,  especially 
the  surprising  cultural  differences.

World  Debating  in 
Buenos  Aires,  Argentina

What  does  it  take  to  be  a  member 
of  the  Canadian  Team  to  the  World 
Public  Speaking  Championships? 
The  answer  is  practice,  experience, 
talent,  drive  and  focus. 

Sarah  Carter  showed  she  had  it  all 
in  abundance  when  she  qualified  for 
this  event  two  years  in  a  row.  This 
year,  she  placed  third  at  the  National 
Public  Speaking  Championships 
which  qualified  her  as  one  of  12 
students  on  the  Canadian  Team. 
What  a  team  it  was,  placing  tenth 
in  the  top  thirteen  overall! 

The  Canadians  flew  to  Northlands 
School  in  Buenos  Aires,  Argentina 
and  experienced  an  incredible  week 
of  competition  and  touring.  Sarah 
entered  4  events:  Parliamentary 
Debate,  Impromptu  Speaking, 
Interpretive  Reading,  and  After 
Dinner  Speaking.  She  completed 
two  rounds  of  each  while  travelling 
from  building  to  building,  and 
listening  to  the  parrots  squawking 
in  the  trees  overhead.  The  end  result 
was  that  she  placed  twelfth  overall 
and  was  in  the  After  Dinner  Final. 
What  will  be  remembered  was  the 


warmth  of  Argentine  people.  They 
proudly  showed  of  their  land  and 
culture  by  showing  us  the  city:  the 
soccer,  dancing,  go-carts,  parks,  cafes, 
and,  of  course,  memories  of  Evita. 
They  also  took  us  by  Hydro  boat  to 
Colonia,  Uruguay  where  we  saw  the 
historical  sights  of  Spanish  and 
Portuguese  origins,  the  hand  crafts  in 
the  market,  and  the  beach. 

The  Argentine  people  love  to  dance 
and  so  does  Sarah.  It  was  love  at  first 
sight  for  both,  and  I  discovered  that 
the  Argentines  live  with  sleep  depri- 
vation.

In 
the  park  were  many  forms  of  wildlife 
such  as  pumas,  pigs,  coati,  parrots, 
toucans,  and  condors.

"Oh  no!  Not  again!  The  gym  is 
unavailable  for  classes  this  week". 
Physical  Educators  have  all  had  to 
deal  with  this  kind  of  situation  at 
some  time  in  their  careers,  but  how 
about  3  months?  Construction  began 
in  mid-December  and  the  senior 
gymnasiimi  would  be  closed  for  the 
months  of  January,  February  and 
March,  affecting  classes  from  grade 
5  up  to  Senior  school. 

How  coidd  Balmoral  Hall  still  pro- 
vide an  active  and  healthy  physical 
education  program  in  the  coldest 
winter  months  with  no  gymnasium? 
Since  the  last  two  winters  were 
tmusually  cold,  we  had  to  hope  that 
statistics  and  El  Nino  would  help  us 
out  with  cooperative  weather.  We 
had  equipment  to  provide  cross-  - 
coimtry  skiing,  snowshoeing,  snow 
soccer,  ice-skating,  broombaU  and 
tobogganing. 

Of  course,  who  would  have  believed 
that  we  would  have  no  snow  by 
Christmas?  A  skating  rink  became 
an  immediate  need.  The  Physical 
Education  staff  took  the  problem  in 
hand  and  made  their  own  rink  on 
the  front  field,  80  feet  by  80  feet, 
using  a  garden  hose  and  a  lot  of 
time  and  dedication. 

Snow  arrived  shordy  after  students 
returned  from  Christmas  holidays. 
The  lower  grades  played  snow  soccer 
and  ultimate  frisbee  (quite  a  challenge 
when  wearing  mins  and  Sorel  boots!) 


and  the  upper  grades  roared  down 
the  riverbank  on  plastic  carpets. 
Once  the  rink  was  ready,  the  younger 
grades  were  out  on  the  ice  every  class. 
They  played  tag  games,  some  ringette 
and  basically  just  had  a  lot  of  fiin! 
Parents  of  younger  girls  came  to  help 
tie  skates  and  to  join  the  fun  with 
their  daughters. 

While  the  junior  girls  skated,  the 
older  grades  were  cross-coimtry 
skiing.  Many  girls  used  the  school 
skis,  while  some  brought  their  own. 
We  checked  in  with  the  Winnipeg 
Harbourmaster's  office  to  confirm 
river  safety  before  venturing  out  on 
a  beautifiilly  groomed  dual-track  trail 
that  Sport  Manitoba  had  extended 
from  the  Forks.  Girls  that  began  the 
unit  struggling  with  bindings  and 
balance  were  soon  striding  compe- 
tendy  and  confidendy  along  the 
river,  many  of  them  averaging  5km 
per  gym  class.  After  three  weeks  or 
so,  the  upper  grades  had  access  to 
the  rink  in  the  front  field  and  the 
younger  girls  skied  and  snow-shoed 
on  the  river.  The  goal  of  the  unit  was 
to  keep  moving,  learn  two  or  three 
new  skills  and  to  help  others  to  learn. 

What  did  we  gain  from  this  experience? 
Well,  PE  staff  became  a  very  hardy 
breed,  outdoors  all  winter  and  often 
skiing  or  skating  for  hours  at  a  time 
and  either  shoveling  or  flooding  the 
rink  in  spare  periods  or  at  night. 
Students  gained  an  appreciation  for 
winter  activities  and  learned  to  share 
clothing,  equipment  and  knowledge 
with  anyone  in  need.  We  all  became 
more  flexible  in  our  planning  and  more 
tuned  in  to  the  weather.  In  all,  we  were 
very  pleased  with  the  constructive 
ideas  that  flowed  forth  outside  as 
a  result  of  construction  inside.
